A NARROW 
AND 
MISTAKEN

the adoption of State aid. 
The fact is, 
th at the completion of the necessary works 
would probably require a contriLution of 
about $2 50per capita from the people of 
the State, and tliat this tremendous tax 
would be distributed over a number of 
years. 
The reclamation of swamp lands 
^hich would result from the carrying out 
of a comprehensive drainage and relief 
scheme would moreover by itself create 
enough new millions of taxable property 
to make the burden of taxation abso­ 
lutely 
inappreciable. 
The talk about 
“ bankrupting the S ta te ” is the veriest 
twaddle, 
in 
fact. 
An expenditure of 
$3,000,000 conld be undertaken without 
being felt. 
If the W orkingmen mem­ 
bers who 
are alleged to 
understand 
the subject so well go on as they have 
begun, however, they will fasten upon 
their city a burden which will he more dis­ 
astrous than tw enty millions of taxes. 
Their purblind, narrow and foolish policy 
will result in making all remedial action 
impossible, and the State will thus lose by 
the unrestricted flow of 
debris 
more 
millions in one year than it can recover in 
half a century. 
State taxation is the only 
key to the problem. 
It is a just and 
statesm anlike policy. 
I t is demanded in 
the interest of all the people quite as much 
as for the farmers of Bear and Yuba riv­ 
ers. 
No other method can effect anything, 
and if nothing is done at this session there 
will be a heavy accountability for those 
whose obstinate narrowness of perception 
is preventing effective legislation. 


THE 
GOVERNOR 
AND 
BILL. 
THE REVENUE 


Governor l’erkios yesterday signed the 
Revenue bill, and transm itted it, with a 
message, to the Legislature. 
In his mes­ 
sage he deprecates double taxation, and 
expresses a hope that supplemental legisla­ 
tion may be had to relieve the savings 
banks and their depositors, but lie is too 
thoroughly convinced of the constitution­ 
ality of the bill to withhold his signature. 
W hile it is doubtless gratifying to learn 
th at the Governor is opposed to double 
taxation, we think it clear that the consid- 
ations which satisfied him that it was his 
duty to sign the measure, point with at 
lsast equal force to the futility of any 
supplemental legislation of the kind sug­ 
gested. 
For had he been convinced that 
double taxation could be avoided under the 
Constitution, and bad he been persuaded 
th at double taxation was necessitated by 
this bill, it would certainly have been his 
duty to veto it. 
But since his signature of 
the bill proves that he believes double tax­ 
ation is required by the .Constitution, it 
is difficult to understand upon what line of j 
reasoning his suggestion of supplemental 
legislation 
can 
be 
founded. 
Supple­ 
mental legislation cannot cure a constitu­ 
tional defect, and here the defect is in the 
Constitution, and only incidentally and in­ 
directly in the law. 
The revenue bill as it 
stands embodies the mandates of the Con­ 
stitution. 
A supplemental bill undoing 
any provision based upon the Constitution 
would consequently be open to the charge 
of unconstitutionally, and it is not easy to 
perceive how the Governor could justify 
his approval of sach a bill, supposing that 
it passed the Legislature. 
The truth is, 
as we have repeatedly pointed out, that it 
is perfectly useless to attem pt to evade the 
express mandates of the organic law. 
The 
adoption of the Constitution entailed npon 
the people of California whatever mischief 
there was in its principles, and until they 
are prepared to change its provisions, they | 
m ust make np theit minds to the enforce­ 
ment of them in their integrity. 
) 


A weak ago it was announced with much 
gravity by a San Francisco paper th at it had 
“ received assurances ” fronx same mysteri­ 
ous source, to the effect that all the 
ivearneyite disturbances were about to 
cease forever, and that an “ era of pros­ 
perity was about to dawn” upon the city. 
During the ensuing week tkcre was much 
whispered talk of “ conferences”and “ com­ 
promises.” 
It was allowed fo be made 
known that a meeting had taken place be­ 
tween Kalloch and a committee of the 
Citizens’ Protective Union, ami though 
nobody conld imagine what possibility of 
compromise the situation contained, the 
public were urged to be patient and trust­ 
ful, and were given to understand in a 
veiled and misty way that the arrange­ 
ments iu progress embraced something 
quite new in the way of negotiations, 
namely a “ compromise ” which involved 
no 
“ concession.” 
No more light was 
thrown npon the matter until last Sunday, 
when the Sand Luts gave utterance to 
sentiments seemingly .incompatible with 
the views previously hiuted at by the 
spokesmen of the 
Citizens’ Protective 
Union. The sentiments so expressed by the 
Sand Lotswerein factentirelycongenialand 
characteristic, and if they indicated any­ 
thing in connection with tho previous in­ 
terviews, it would appear to be the very 
opposite of what had been anticipated by 
the public. 
Botli Kearney and Kalloch 
renewed their defiant ribaldry in the most 
emphatic way. 
The former jeered at the 
Citizens’ Union, dared them to touch him 
or to disperse his followers, and exhibited 
more audacity and confidence than he has 
for some time past. 
His followers were 
equally defiant and truculent, and the 
meetings of the Ward Clubs and Ward 
Presidents were all in the same key. This 
then is the result so far of the attempt to 
effect a compromise which should involve 
no concession on the part of the friends of 
law' and order. 
It must be admitted that 
it is not a reassuring outcome, and it is 
specially inopportune because it must tend 
to weaken confidence in the men who 
have undertaken to solve the problem. 
We are in no way surprised 
at 
the 
fiasco, having from the first been con­ 
vinced that the experiment was neces­ 
sarily doomed to failure. 
The conditions 
were such that no other result cught to 
have been looked for. 
The negotiation 
was had with men who had 110 character 
to guarantee their integrity of action ; who 
were certain to misrepresent the proposi­ 
tions of the committee to their followers, 
in order to maintain their own standing 
with the latter ; and who had shrewdness 
enough to perceive that the committee bad 
delivered itself into their hands in pro­ 
posing the conference. 
On the other hand 
the committee perpetrated a serious blun­ 
der in laying itself liable to suspicions of 
infirmity of purpose ; suspicions which the 
public could not but entertain when they 
saw these conference proceedings, and 
which were calculated to destroy the moral 
force of the citizens’ organization by creat­ 
ing the belief that no effective remedies 
were contemplated l»y its leaders. 
■ 
♦ 
Whether or not any such timidity influ­ 
enced the policy of the committee, the re­ 
sults of such a policy were certain to be j 
bad. 
The facts have proved the justness 
of this diagnosis of the case. 
The Kear- 
neyites, relieve'1, from the lively fears which 
the initial action of the Citizens’ Union 
engendered in them, and no longer believ­ 
ing that they had anything more to dread 
than the kind of remonstraue.s and the 
abortive prosecutions for which they enter­ 
tain so sovereign a contempt, have thought 
it unnecessary to pretend any further show 
of respect for an authority which seems 
so insubstantial, and have returned to 
tlieir insolent and 
menacing 
agitation 
with renewed energy. 
The truth must 
be pointed out that up to the present 
time 
the 
Citizens’ 
Protective 
Union 
has 
been 
vox, 
el 
jtrcrlerea 
nihil—a 
voice, 
and 
nothing 
more. 
It 
an­ 
nounced itself in a kind of proclamation, 
published anonymously, and its initial 
utterances forecast an energy and decision 
of purpose which no subsequent occur­ 
rence has borne out. 
Its apparent vacilla­ 
tion and over-caution have since that time 
been producing steady demoralization in 
the elements to which alone it could look 
for support. 
Its secrecy and mystery only 
served to sharpen the suspicions of weak­ 
ness which the little that was made known 
concerning its actual 
proceedings had 
aroused, and though the statement was1 
boastingly made in the papers that twenty 
thousand nanie3 had been signed to its 
rolls, the fact that nobody knew anything 
of its real strength was more and more 
apparent.

TEE SAND LOT.

Yesterday Judge Hoffman decided that 
the statute prohibiting the employment of 
Chinese by corporations was null and void, 
being in 
violation of the Burlingame 
Treaty and the Constitution of the United 
States. 
The decision, which we give in 
our telegraphic columns, is clear, and 
abundantly fortified by citations and argu­ 
ments. 
It ¡3 precisely what was to have 
been looked frr, and therefore will sur­ 
prise robody. 
The Legislature that passed 
the law did so knowing it to bo unconsti­ 
tutional, but it was a weak concession to 
the Kearnevitcs. 
It is precisely such weak 
concessions that excite the ignorant and 
turbulent elements to acts of lawlessness, 
however, for those elements are not capable 
of drawing the necessary' distinctions be­ 
tween State and Federal authority', and the 
indorsement of their crude demands by the 
Legislature gives the result a solemnity 
and importance in their eyes altogether 
incommensurate with the validity of the 
transaction. 
In such cases a wise and 
manly Legislature would refuse to stultify 
itself by pretending to do things beyond 
its jurisdiction. In the present instance the 
farce of passing an unconstitutional law has 
been gone through, and at a very unneces­ 
sary public expense the fact of its uncon­ 
stitutionality is now- formally declared. 
The same fate awaits every other discrim­ 
inating and proscriptive Chinese bill passed 
or to be passed by' tho Legislature, and 
this also the Court has pointed out iu its 
decision. 
The State has no power to dis­ 
criminate against the 
Chinese. 
That 
is the lesson taught by 
this, decision 
to such 
as 
did 
not 
know 
it be­ 
fore. 
Whatever is to be done towards 
ridding 
the 
State 
of 
the 
Chinese 
must be done through Congress. 
There 
is no other way to reach the Bubject, and 
the sooner this is realized the sooner will 
public time and money cease to be wasted 
upon discussions and legislation and litiga­ 
tion certain to result in the reiteration of 
the doctrine which Judge Hoffman has 
laid down in this instance. 
While the 
Chinese are here under treaty provisions 
they' are entitled to the same general rights 
of residence, trade and travel, a3 are en­ 
joyed by the subjects of the most favored 
nation, and no State can resist this condi­ 
tion of things without involving itself 111 
conflict with the United States Govern­ 
ment. 
Judge Hoffman’s decision is merely 
a lucid statement of the supreme law of 
the land, and that law must be respected 
and obeyed by all, no matter what their 
prejudices or sentiments may be.

San F rancisco, March 221.—A decision 
in the habeas corpus ease of Parrott was ren­ 
dered by Judge Hoffman this morning, and 
iu effect declares 
the 
anti-Chinese law 
enacted by the pre.-ent Legislature in. Sacra­ 
mento to he iu conflict with the United 
States treaty with China and the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. 
In rendering his 
decision the Judge quoted an unusual num­ 
ber of authorities, 
Me said that if the right 
of a Legislature to restrict corporations in the 
manner intended by the law in question 
should be admitted, there would be no limit 
to the harm which might be accomplished. 
The Chinese are here, and are granted 
all the benefits of trade or travel by 
a solemn treaty which are enjoyed by any 
other foreigners. If a Legislature lias the 
power to declare that corporations shall not 
employ Chinese, they possess the same right 
to declare that the Germans, Irish or Amer­ 
icans shall not be so employed. 
Further, 
they could exercise the right to declare that 
the employes of corporations shall be of a cer­ 
tain creed. 
If the facts of the law’s enact­ 
ment were not before us, it would be difficult 
to believe that a Legislature could declare as 
law eo seemingly a contemptuous breaeii of 
treaty obligations. 
In conclusion, Judge 
Hoffir.au remarked: “ It is generally admitted 
by the best classes on the coast that the un­ 
restricted immigration of Chinese is a menace 
to our peace, and even to our civilization,, It 
is an evil, however, which the abrogation or 
amendment of the Burlingame Treaty alone 
can remedy. 
The senseless cry of ‘The

I t is no doubt difficult to persuade the 
generality of men th at it is worth while to 
subm it to present evils for the sake of fu­ 
ture benefits. 
The disposition of the ma­ 
jority is to oppose all present evils as long 
as opposition promises to effect anything, 
and to let the future look out for itself. It 
is therefore not surprising th at there should 
be a strong tendency to resist the bad fea­ 
tures of the new Constitution, or that those 
w ho see mischief threatened should look no 
further. 
But we have no hesitation in ex­ 
pressing the opinion th at the only course 
consistent with ordinary prudence in this 
m atter is entire present submission to the 
new organic law.

and wholesome. W hen they have once been 
taught by personal suffering they will 
be convinced forever, and then no difficulty 
will be found in amending the Constitu­ 
tion, or repealing it.

TROUBLESOME 
DliMOffDS. 


“ By the way, do you know what has be­ 
come of 
the famous diamond necklace 
which was presented to General Sherman’s 
eldest daughter by the Khedive of Egypt, 
on the occasion of her marriage to Lieu­ 
tenant Fitch ?” said the Enquirer man to 
Mr. Patton, the diamond merchant, yes­ 
terday. 
“ I do,” was the reply. 
“ A sister of 
General Sherman called at my office one 
day this aveek, and I asked her the tame 
question. 
She repeated to me the history 
of the famous necklace, from the time of its 
reception at the New- York Custom-liousc 
until its final disposition. 
I t is generally 
known th at the duties which tlie Custom­ 
house officers demanded of Lieutenant 
Fitch, before they could deliver the mag­ 
nificent present, would bo something over 
$20,000, the lowest estimate placed on its 
value by experts being §200,000. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Fitch, not being a man of means, 
w as unable to pay this sum. 
An Enabling 
Act was then passed by Congress, author­ 
izing the Custom-house officers to deliver 
the diamonds to Mrs. Fitcii free of duty. 
A fter this the necklace was sent to W ash­ 
ington, and, w ith General Sherman’s sword, 
deposited iu tlie United States Treasury 
for safe-keeping. 
Upon further inquiry 
lieu ten an t hitch ascertained 
that 
the 
yearly taxes on the diamonds in St. I/iuis 
county, where he then resided, would he 
much more than his salary, uud he once 
more found them an elephant on his hands. 
His father-in-law, Gen. Sherman, took pity 
on the boy, and returned the necklace, 
w ith thanks, to the donor in Egypt. Upon 
recriving them the Khedive wrote to the 
General, saying th at it was not his desire 
th at the diamonds should be given to any 
one member of the family, and having 
learned tin t he had four daughters, it was 
his wish then that the diamonds should be 
.mounted in sets and divided equally be­ 
tween them. 
These daughters are Mrs. 
Fitch, n?e Minnie Sherman, Eila Sherman, 
Lizzie Sherman and Rachael Sherman. The 
necklace was then returned to the Sherman 
family and mounted in four magnificent 
pendants, four pairs of splendid soltaire 
earrings and eight rings. These four ladies 
are now the happy possessors of four com­ 
plete suits of diamonds, the \a lu eo f each 
suit being at least $75,000. 
This makes 
each of them rich in her own right, 
through the generosity of Egypt’s ruler.” 
—[Cincinnati Enquirer. 


SWEDISH RAILWAYS. 


Of Swedish railways, I was told that 
some are managed by the State, while 
others, like our own, are private undertak­ 
ings, for the benefit of shareholders. 
In. 
either case the motto, “ Slow but sure,” 
seems th at adopted by the management. 
The trains are always slo'.v, and generally 
sure to be behind tim e at the terminus, lu 
either case, moreover, the arrangement of 
the trains seems specially adapted to the 
public inconvenience. The time-tables ap­ 
pear to be constructed on the plan of dis­ 
comforting the traveler as much as possible, 
and giving him the fullest chance to. exer­ 
cise his patience. 
As a rule, he has the 
ootion of a couple of trains a day, and musa 
be thankful for the privilege. 
He may 
take, say an express, which starts at 5 A. 
m., to carry him half-way, with the chance 
of his just missing a train th at may convey 
him the remainder of his journey ; or he 
may elect to w ait until somewhat later in 
the day, when a through train is provided, 
which will go at a snail’s pace, and land 
him at his destination about midnight. 
If 
he 
wants 
to 
catch 
a 
steam­ 
boat, which nominally plies in conjunc­ 
tion with the railroad, his fate may be far 
worse, and a day or two may pass ere the 
transit be completed. 
8een simply on the 
map, and studied in the time-tables, the 
journey may seem facile and 
feasible 
enough ; but when put in execution the 
plans which have been formed w ith an in­ 
finitude of trouble may prove of little 
profit. 
Obstacles start up at every stage 
along the route. 
Trains are so delayed 
th at they fail to fit in as they are an­ 
nounced ; a rattletrap vehicle breaks down 
upon the road between the railway and the 
b o at; or some ingenious misprint is discov­ 
ered when too laze, which is fatal to the 
hope of accomplishing the journey within 
the time appointed. Grumblers, who growl 
over the 
bewilderments 
of 
Bradshaw, 
should set themselves the task of working 
out the problem of a short cross-country 
trip by the figures which are furnished in 
the “ Sveriges K om m unikationer; ” the 
travelers who complain when the tía al 
train from Baris is some five minutes late 
should learn to exercise their patience by a 
little tour iu Sweden.—[Good Words.

M r. F ox said th e m oney contem plated in th e A ct 
w ould b e well expendod, and th e gentlem en referred 
to had well earned th e ir m oney. 
M r. B rauxiiart favorod th e bill. 
Mr. H artbox also ap.»kc in favor of it. 
T he bill was opposed by M essrs. McCarthy and 
Corcoran. 
Mr. McC alliok was n o t in favor of strik in g out 
th e en actin g clause, b u t th o u g h t th e com pensation 
allow ed w as too m uch.

Mr. Morsk ?aid he had intended to su p p o rt th e 
bill, b u t he had m ade u p his m ind th a t it was u n ­ 
constitutional. 
H e read from th e C onstitution to 
rove his position. 
Mr. M a ybkll called a lte n tioir to A rticle IV ., Section 
32, of th e C onstitution, w hich áajrs th e Legislature 
tsh;i:l g ra n t no com pensation for e x tra services, ®r 
for auv s e n ices u n der any ag reem en t m ade w ithout 
au th o rity of law. 
Mr. May said th is was n o t a claim u n d er any 
agreem ent. 
T here is no pretense of any agreem ent, 
and if th e re was th e C onstitution does n o t govern, 
because th is w ork w as done before th e first of J a n ­ 
uary. 
Mr. T yler said th e last speaker w as correct. 
The 
C o nstitution, he said, has no references to such 
cast's as th is. 
T hat clause of th e C onstitution wras 
m ade w ith reference to persons who en ter in to con­ 
tra cts and th en ask for ex tra pay, and those w ho do 
w ork w ith o u t a lawful contract. 
Ho took th e 
g round th a t th e C onstitution does n o t pro h ib it th is 
Act. 
The question is, ** H as th e L egislature the 
pow er to com pensate for a m eritorious act ?” There 
is no p retense of any au th o rity or contract. 
I t is 
sim ply a m eritorious act, w hich it is clearly w ithin 
th e pow er of th e Legislature to p a j^ o r. 
Mr. M a ybkll said th a t th e C onstitution did cover 
th e case. 
This w as a com m ission appointed by tw o 
G overnors, and it is a contract, though n o t w ritten, 
and th e C o n stitution cannot be stretch ed around it. 
T he m otion to strik e o u t th e enacting clause was 
or-t by a vote of 23 to 40. 
Mr. Maybrll offered a privileged resolution to 
lear th e Hour, 
lie said there was a gentlem a* on 
th e floor w ho was obnoxious to 144,000 of th e peo­ 
ple 
thi3 S tate. 
[The resolution referred to O tis 
Gibson.] 
M r. Tyler m oved to lay the resolution on th e 
table. 
The ayes ant* noos w ere deni m ded, and th e 
m otion to table was carried by a vote of 50 t »15. 
Mr. McC alliox offered a privileged resolution, 
w hich th e Chair declared o u t of order.

In th e ev en t of a n o t in San Francisco th e people 
will have to pay m ore dam ages tb a u th is expense 
will am o u n t to. 
Mr. Rrauxhart w as in favor of a m ilitary o-g»n- 
ira tio n , b u t he was n o t in favor of increasing th e 
expense to th e tu n e of $24,000, as th is bill does. 
H e <>ppo ed th e am endm ent because it is ridiculous, 
and he should then vote to s trik e o u t th e enacting 
clause.

W ashington, M arch 22d. — The com m unication 
from th e S ecretary «»f W ar, tra n sm ittin g a le tte r 
from th e Chief of E ngineers, suggesting certain 
am endm ents to th e bill to confirm th e survey of th e 
P ueblo of San Francisco, to g e th er w ith a copy of a 
tele r »m from th e C om m anding G eneral of th e Mil­ 
ita ry Division of t" e Pacific, giving reasons w hy th e 
passage of said bill w ould seriously affect th e p u b ­ 
lic i n t e r e s t w as referred. 
H ill of G eorgia, from th e Elections C om m ittee, 
rep o rted Boofford as en titled to v e seat now occu­ 
pied by R -íiegg. 
K ellogg is charged w ith co rru p t 
and frau d u len t conduct. 
H oar p rcseu teJ a m in o rity rep o rt of him self, 
C am eron and Logan. 
B oth rep o rts w ere read. 
T he m inority re|>ort declares th a t th e only change 
in th e facts since K ellogg took th e oath is th a t the 
p arty of th e m a jo rity m Congress has changed, and 
it is so u g h t by th e m ere su p erio rity of p arty n u m ­ 
bers f »r th e first tim e to th ru s t a .Senator from the 
seat he holds by v irtu e of an exnress and deliberate 
final ju d g m en t of th e S enate. 
T his act is character­ 
ized as a g reat political crim e, to be clashed w ith the 
rebellion, w ith th e M aine conspiracy, w ith th e over­ 
throw of S outhern S tate G overnm ents. T he people 
of th e U nited S tates w ill th o ro u g h ly com prehend 
th e action of th e Senate in this m atter, and judge 
w h eth er th e vows of th e S outhern people taken 
back into citizenship m ean anything. 
They th o r­ 
oug h ly discredit th e evidence on which th e m ajority 
re p o rt is founded, and say it it unw orthy th e low est 
case ou record, 
aud has been com pletely dis­ 
p ro v e s 
1ÜII m oved th a t th e rep o rt he recom m itted, to be 
cal le i u p Monday. 
H oar, H ill, C arpenter and T hurm an debated the 
questio n , in w hich debate C arpenter aoked w hat 
w ould p rev en t Kellogg reopening th e case d uring 
th e n ex t session if Sp >ff.»rd w ere seated now. 
K ellogg m ade a personal appeal to th e S enate, 
eertin g forth th a t H ill had declared publicly and 
privately th a t he w ould drive him from th e Senate, 
am i th a t being a ju d g e of th e case had prejudged it 
before he took or collated th e evidence. 
T he m otion to p rin t th e evidence and reports was 
agreed to.

Coke, frojn the C om m ittee on Indian Affairs, re­ 
ported favorably th e bill to accept and ratify the 
agreem ent su b m itted by th e confederated bands of 
U te Indians for th e sale of th e ir reservation in Col­ 
orado. and to m ake th e necessary appropriations for 
c a rrrin g o u t th e sam e. 
Placed on th e calendar. 
On m otion of T hurm an th e G eneva aw ard bill was 
form ally t <ken up, aud after an executive session th e 
Senate adjourned.

W ashington, M arch 22d.—B erry introduced a bill 
restoring to th e public dom ain lands i eluded in 
F o rt R eading and F o rt C rook m ilitary reserva­ 
tions, in California. 
P nelps in tro d u ced a bill providing for th e free 
passage of Irish em igrants on th e re tu rn voyage of 
th e ship C onstellation, now ab o u t to s ta rt w ith p ro ­ 
visions for fam ine sufferers 
Ellis introduced a jo in t resolution req u estin g th e 
P resid en t to notify th e G overnm ent of G reat B ritain 
of th e abrogation of th e C layton-B uiw er tre aty . 
F ollow ing is th e te x t of th e jo in t resolution : 
W h ereas, T he P resident of th e U nited S tates, in 
a m essage of th e date of March Sth, so declared aud 
set forth in substance th a t it is th e w ell-settled 
policy of ttye G overnm ent of th e U nited S tates th a t 
an y canal, w ater-w ay o r o th e r m e an t cf com m uni­ 
ca tio n to be constructed or opeued across th e Isth ­ 
m u s of Panam a, o r th ro u g h o u t th e S tates of C entral 
A m erica, m u st be u n d er th e patro age and control of 
th e U nited S ta te s ; and w hereas, th e special H ouse 
com m ittee on th e proposed interoceánica canal have 
agreed to a series of resolutions affirm ing in sub­ 
stan c e th e declarations of th e P resident’s m essage of 
M arch 3, 1330 ; now , therefore, be it 
Rtsoloed* etc.. T h at th e P resident of th e U nited 
S tates be requested to inform th e G overnm ent of 
G reat B ritain th a t th e convention of April 19, 1850, 
betw een th e G overnm ents of th e U nited S tates and 
G reat B ritain, com m oidy called and know n as the 
C layton-B nlw er tre aty , under w hich th e G overn­ 
m e n t of th e U nited S tate- adm itted G reat B ritain to 
n jo in t protectorate w ith itseif over any canal, 
w ater-w ay o r com m unication to be th e reafte r estab­ 
lished o er or through any of th e S ates of Spanish- 
A m erica betw een th e A tlantic and Pac fie oceans, 
has ceased to be binding or obligatory on th e U nited 
States. 
E llis desired to have th e resolution referred to th e 
C om m ittee on Foreign Affairs, b u t th e H ouse re­ 
ferred it to th e C om m ittee on Interoceanic Canal by 
a ro te of 84 to 71. 
Y oung, of Tennessee, offered th e following resolu­ 
tio n : 
Resolved, T hat it is th e sense of th is Congress th a t 
th e political com plications and conflicts ot national 
in terest aud ju risdiction likely to grow o u t of th e 
co ustructiou of a w ater-w ay across th e isthm us 
w hich connects th e continents of N orth and S outh 
A m erica, are of so dangerous a character as to g reat­

w ith European powers, and th a t he be authorized to 
call au international convention of representatives 
from th is G overnm ent and th e R ejw blics of South 
A m erica, and to tak e into consideration th e policy 
and m easures w hich should he adopted for m utual 
safety and protection against any political influence 
w hich th e G overnm ents of E urope, in any m anner, 
m ay a ttem p t to exercise over th e affairs of the 
A m erican G overnm ent. 
Y oung desired to have th e jo in t resolution referred 
to th e C om m ittee on Foreign Affairs. 
K ing m oved to am end -by referring it to th e Com ­ 
m itte e on In ti roceanic Canal. 
Y oung w ithdrew anjr objection to th a t reference, 
m erely sta tin g th a t if w ar was to be declared 
against th e w hole w orld he would like to throw as 
m any ob stacles in <he way as possible, and for th a t 
purpose w ished th e resolution to go to th e com m it­ 
tee m ost com petent to tic k le the question. 
The resolution w as finally referred to th e Com­ 
m itte e on F oreign Affairs—ayes 118, lioes 30.

th e w orld, fearing none and desiring to do rig h t to 
all, and having peaceful relations w ith all, w hich it 
sincerely deslíes m aintained, deprecates and d e­ 
nounces any m easure o r schem e calculated to in­ 
fringe upon or d istu rb such conditions.

will zealously guard its rig h ts and in terests, it will 
regard its treaty-m aking pow er as en tirely adequate 
to secure those ends until som e failure show s to th e 
contrary.
